Acke 02 dead, foz yee muſt vnderſtande the Minter, that 
by vehement and colde weather, it killeth manie ſheepe, 
the which pee did ſuppoſe they woulde haue ontbozne the 
ſayde Winter, which in Autumne they might haue beene 
taken well. And therefoze-it is daungerous , without 
vee furniche your ſfocke(from yecre to yecre) with the ſtron⸗ 
geſt Cattell, and thoſe that ſhall caſilie beare out the af- 
ter Winter, . Xnd he that willfollowe this: hee ought to — area 
nourilhe no Lambe vnder foure yeeres, noz aboue eight 
peeres. Foz theſe two ages are not ſo good to neuriſhe, noz 
thoſe which come of olde Cattell, fo2 they followe the age 
of their Parentes, oz els are alwaies barren , wzet- 
ched and weake.
